TOO REALISTIC. 


- Sajt Lake City, July SO.-Thc first 
reliable news of the Indian troubles' at 
Jackson's Hole proper, which has been 
rtccUed for more> than a-week, camo by 
messenger this evening via BrlgkS, Idaho,' 
frcm Fort Wilson, a. Uttle place .located 
In tho center of a valley In Jo*kson's 
Hole, p\or 100 miles from any railroad. 
Tho dispatch is dated July 20. and sa>s: 


"All tho people of the valley are gath- 
ered at Wilson's ranch for protcctfon. 
One hundred men are under anus. Night 
before last a council of war was held and 
four men were selected to locate tho In- 
dians, -but.as yet the scouts have not re- 
turned. Tho Indians must ha\o mo\cd 
away back or left the district altogether, 
as no redskins have been seen for three 
or four days. A number of Indians were 
killed In the early stage of the game. Just 
how many Is not known. Capt. Smith, a 
well-known prospector, was shot through 
tho breast by Indians In the Tcton Basin. 
One of tho Indians wns killed and SmUh 
made his way to Rexburg. It Is thought 
he will recover. A company of volun- 
teers camo Into Fort Wflson from Teton 
Wednesday after traveling all night. Ex- 
aggerated reports of tho trouble led them 
to believe help was badly needed at the 
Hole, but on their arrival here they were 
surprised to find all quiet. A consultation 
was held as to the advisability of going 
out and fighting the Indians, and either 
make 'good Indians' of them, or take 
them prlsoncis, If they found them. 
It 


was. after hot discussion, which threat- 
ened to end In a fight between those wh« 
wanted to go and .those did nut, dcC.IJe.-J 
to remain passive for tho present, une 
camp covers over flve acres, and the 
would-be soldiers are enjoying themselves 
and taking life easy. Tney kill a beef 
every two days, and have plenty of pro- 
visions. The Indians aro no doubt
